1, ) On the night of 33-23 April 1945 I received the oral and written order 
from Adolf Hitler to go to Southern Germany immediately and have the prominent 
American qn d English prisoners of ifar shot who were In l^ufen Officers* Camp after 

they had escaped and 'been recaptured. X was. determined not to carry out this

order. Since I assumed that the puehrer's order had been Issued only to myself 
I accordingly didenot do anything about this matter after my arrival in Hunich-Hlem 
on 23 April 1945. ' ' ^ 

2. ) On the night of 27-29 April 1945 ay radio station picked up a radio 
message which was addressed by Bormann to Gauleiter Gleseler. in the latter* s capacity 

as Raich Defense .Commiss loner. It "was an order of the Fuehrer' which specified that -

the measures ordered with respect to the prominent prisoners of war be Carried out! 

^ and that I myself be made sure of **for all time".* ^ 

^ 3.) Theret^on I went immediately to Gleseler with whom X had a violent dilute, 

as Gleseler was determined to carry out the Fuehrer * s order and had already made 

preparations. for the shooting of the prisoners of war. At a suitable moment I 

appropriated the list of prisoners to be shot, which was lying^on Gleseler* a desk. 

Since as a result *of the Fuehrer's order which had been sent to Gleseler the lives. 

of the prisoners were in the. greatest danger I had the prisoners -transferred to
